Major Guinn’s Defense. 

As Major Guinn took the stand an 
intense hush fell over the entire au- 
dience,* and spectators leaned forward 
in their places to catch his opening 
words. His attorney told him to make 
such statement as he wished in jus- 
tice to himself; to state the condition 
of the schools as he found them when 
he became a member of the board, and 
what changes have been brought about. 

In prefacing his statement, Major 
Guinn said he was going to refrain 
from personal references because he 
felt that the welfare of the public 
school system was very much at stake. 
He etated that much depended upon 
the intelligence and wisdom of: the com- 

’ mittee in their consideration of the is- 


sues at stake. 
He then told the committee that he, 


like every BUman, was not infallible, 
and that hergight be subject to error. 
“I admit that during the four years 
I have been on the board that errors 
in. judgment have been made,” he told 
the committee. ButI do not think that 
it can be questioned that all the pur- 
poses and desires of all the men who 
have been on the board since I became! 
a member have been to any other in- 
terest than to better the school system 
of this city. 

He stated that early in 1914 the ad- 
ministration now under criticism un- 
dertook the work of reconstructing the 
school system of the city. 

Every step, he continued, that the 
board had taken during the past four 
years was to bring about reforms of 
the highest order, and he gave a history 
of the progress of Atlanta’s schools dur- 
ing that period. He said that notwitn- 
standing the criticisms directed at him 
as president of the board of educa- 
tion, he had held no animosity or bit- 
terness against any teacher. 

Schools for the Children. 

He related to the committee, and the 
audience was bending forward eager 
to catch every sentence, that the schools 
are primarily for the children, and that 
no personal:convenience or personal 
interest should be allowed to stand in 
the way of so administering the city’s 
educational system as to secure’ the 
largest possible benefit to the people’s 
children. , 

As one of the first steps in this di- 
rection following his election to the 
board, he told of a survey conducted by 
the body to ascértain the true status 
of the system, which investigation dis- 
closed many reforme which were neces- 
sary. 

Then launching into the history of 
the discouragementse met, the over- 
crowded grade rooms, the dissatisfac- 
tion met, he related reading from his 
statement previously prepared, but 
upon which he frequently elaborated, 
the greater efficiency injected into 
many schools. 

As he progressed in his statement 
took up in turn the reduction of the 
number of grades, the unit system, the

Washington, June 18.—Permanent 
increase .of the navy personnel from 
87,000 to 131,485 men was voted today 
by the house during consideration of 
senate admendments to the $1,600,000,- 
000 naval appropriation bill, but the 


proposal to create the rank of lieuten-. 


ant genera] for the mrine corps’ com- 
mandant and of major general for ‘the 
corps’ staff officers was disapproved, 
73 to 44. 

Spirited debate preceded * the re-~ 
jection of the senate’s marine corps 
amendment. Representative Butler, of 
Pennsylvania, republican, whose _ son 
is a colonel in the crops, said propa- 
ganda kad been conducted to cause the 
promotions, while Representative 
Keating, of Colorado, democrat, charged 
that Major General Barnett, the corps’ 
commandant, started a campaign for 
the new law as soon as the naval bill 
‘Was sent to the senate, in spite of 
Secretary Daniels’ known objection to 
the amendment.

Consideration Not Completed. 


Consideration of the senate amend- 
ments to the bill was not completed by 
the house today. When all of them 
have been voted on, the measure will 
be returned to conference, where f- 
forts will be made to compose the dif- 
ferences between th two houses. 

Amendments approved today besides 
that increasing the naval personne! in- 
cluded an appropriation of $9,150,000 
for establishment of a naval nitrate 
plant at Indian Head, Md., and $1.000,- 
000 for a submarine base at Key West; 
la. Representative Padgett,, chairman 
of the house naval committee, told the 
house that the establishment of the 
nitrate plant will decrease the impor- 
tations of nitrate from Chile and the 
submarine base at Key West is neces- 
pary as there is no base for under- 
water craft south of Norfolk. 

There was no opposition to the 
amendment increasing navy personnel. 
Chairman Padgett, who recently has 
been accused of opposing a large per- 
manent navy, supported the increase 
and pointed out that Secretary Daniels, 
Admiral Benson, chief of operations, 
and Rer Admiral Paulmer, chief of the 
bureau of navigation, regarded it as 
necessary for the manning of the many 
ships which will be turned out during 
the next twelve months. 


Negro Lynched by Posse | | 


For Killing 1 White Man | 
And Wounding 6 Others 
\ 


Natchez, Miss., June 18.—George Clay- 
ton, a negro, was lynched by a posse of 
citizens near Mangham, La., across the 
Mississippi river, tonight, after he had 
kifled one white man and wounded six 
others. The negro fought until! his 
ammunition gave out, then surrendered. 

According to thd authorities Clayton 
shot and killed Ben Brooks, on whose 
plantation he was living, when Brooks 
endeavored early today to investigate 
reports that the negro had threatened 
to kill his wife and had forecd her to 
take. refuge with other negroes. 

News of the shooting spread rapidly 
and @ posse soon was organizsd. Clay- 
ton was located in a house on a plan- 
tation about nine miles from Mangham. 
He opened fire with a rifle as soon as 
he sighted his pursuers and from, 2 
o’clock this afternoon until late tonight 
he managed to keep them at a distance. 
Six white men were wounded by bullets 
from his rifle, one of whom probably 
will die. 

When the negro finally surrendered 
he was hurriedly .seized a number 
of unidentified persons, taken to a 
tree about a half a mile away and 
hanged.

ONE OFFICER OF ARMY 
ARRESTED AS GRAFTER 


Plots Were Carefully Plan- 
ned to Squeeze Millions 
From the Government on 
W ar Contracts — Some 
Congressmen Blame the 
Government System. 


Washington, June 18.—The trail of 
the government’s pursuit of illegal 
profiteers on war contracts today led 
to the arrest in New York of Lieuten- 
ant James C. Stahey, a reserve army 
officer, on a charge of accepting money 
from the Truefit Raincoat company/of 
New York, for a contract which he 
promised to procure. 

The arrest was made by department 
of justice agents who had followed the 
officer during his inspection of the 
plant of the raincoat company, whose 
proprietors acted in co-operation with 
the government te detect the fraud. 

The secret agent arrested him im- 
mediately after he was said to have 
received a sum of money 

Osenthal and Louie Wener, proprie- 
tors of the plant. It was charged he 
had told them he would expect more 


which they sought for 50,000 
raincoats costing nearly $250,000. 

This was the first arrest of an army 
officer since the department of justice 
started its investigation into the sys- 
teh by which contingent fee agents 
have made millions by obtaining con- 
tracts for manufacturers who , were 
charged a commission. Other arrests 
may follow soon, as it is known that a 
number of contractors in New York and 
elsewhere are assisting the government 
in running down agents by whom they 
have been approached. : 


Made Complete Confession. 

Lieutenant Staley is about 50 years 
old and came originally from Iowa. He 
entered a training camp in that .state 
last summer and was commissioned in 
August. Last December 
appointed an inspector in the quarter- 
master’s department for raincoats and 
other army rubber goods. He has been 
stationed in New York most of the 
time since. 

After being arrested today Lieuten- 
ant Staley made a complete confession 
of his part in the transaction, depart- 
ment of justice officials said, and gave 
much valuable information which may 
lead to the detection of other cases of 
fraud. He will be tried by a court- 
martial. 

' The shadow of complicity in the ex- 
tensive scheme by which commission 
agents made millions out of govern- 
ment war orders by acting as middle 
mén in obtaining contracts for manu- 
facturers, today extended to scores of 
business men and attorneys in Wash- 
ington, New York, Boston and other 


cities, and even to a few secretaries 
of members of congress. 

These meh, many of whom were 
amateurs in the game of soliciting war 
contracts, promised to use their in- 
fluence with government . officials, 
army officers or members of congress 
to assure the awarding of contracts 
to special concerns, and in turn were 
to receive compensation if the contracts 
were landed. 

Plots to Squeeze Millions. 

A large proportion of these cases, 
disclosed by correspondence and other 
documents seized in the simultaneous 
raids yesterday in offices of several 
hundred manufacturing plants and for- 
warded today to the department of jus- 
tice, were not prompted by sinister 
motives, officials believe, and prosecu- 
tions will not follow. Many others, 
however, appear the result~of care- 
fully planned plots to squeeze mil- 
lions from contractors, who in turn 
were to add the contingent fees to 
prices which the government was re- 
quired to pay. 

Secret agents of the department of 
justice, treasury and war and navy 
departments were at work today on 
new phases of the disclosures in Wash- 
ington and elsewheer while a corps of 
investigators under the. direction of As- 
sistant Attorney General Thomas di- 
gested evidence contained in the docu- 
ments. : :

Company Turns Down Pres- 

ident’s Request for Ac- 
ceptance of Labor Board 
|Decision Regarding Teleg-| 
raphers. | 


New York, June 18.—In reply to the 
; letter of President Wilson urging the 


, accept the decision of the national war 
| labor board in the controversy between | 
the company and the _ telegraphers} 
union, Newcomb Carlton, president, 
reiterates the company’s opposition to 
allowing its employees to join the Com- 
mercial Telegraphers’ Union of 
America. 

He says that there are only two ways 
of settling the dispute—by compulsory 
arbitration as in the railway strike,,or 
by acceptance of the plan of an organ- 
ization of employees already outlined 
by the company. 

Mr. Carlton accuses the union, in 
waiving its right to strike during the 
war under the labor board’s plan, of 
purposing to carry on propaganda to/| 
enable it to’ make use of the strike; 
after the war. 

The letter, made public today, con-| 
cludes with the statement that the] 
company ‘would deeply deplore being 
forced to lay aside the safeguiards that 
experience has shown to be requisite 
and which are believed essential to the 
preservation of effective telegraph 
service.” 

Wilson May Call Cariten. 

Washington, June 18.—President Wil- 
son may summon Newcomb Carlton, 
president of the Western Union Tele- 
graph company, to Washington for a 
conference on the controversy which 
has arisen between the company and 
the Commercial Telegraphers’ Union of 
America. This was intimated after to- 
day's cabinet meeting, at which the 
matter was considered. 

The president is understood to have 
laid ‘before the cabinet the letter of 
President Carlton, made public in New 
York today, in which the _ telegraph 
company reiterates its’ opposition to al- 
{lowing its-employees to affiliate with 
| tee telegraphers’ union. ' 

One of the portions of President Carl- 
ton’s letter given consideration was that 
in which it was contended that the na- 
tional war labor board which reviewed 
the case failed to reach a unanimous 
decision on its recommendations. In 
view of this it was considered possible 
the president, after conferring with 
President Carlton might ask the labor 
board to reconsider the matter. 

The possibility of taking over the 
telegranh lines in event of. failure to 
settle the dispute and a resultant strike 
also is understood to have been con- 
sidered. Differences of opinion on the 
authority necessary for such action is 
known to exist among the president’s 
advisors, some contending that special 
legislation would have to be enacted, 
while others hold that the president 
could take over the lines as a war-time 
necessity. | ' 


General Eben Switt 
Will Soon Be Placed 
On the Retired List’ 


Washington, June 18.—Major Gen- 
eral Eben Swift, head of the American 
military mission in Italy, will bé re- 
turned to the retired list upon being 
relieved by Major General Charles G. 
Treat, recently appointed chief of the 
mission, it. was learned today at the 
war department. General Swift was 


retired for age after he had reached his 
present post, but was continued on the 
active list pending the appointment 
of a successor. 


General Swift was the first com- 
mander of the eighty-second division, 
which was stationed at Camp Gordon, 
but, left Atlanta before the training 
was completed. and went to France. 
He was then detailed to represent the 
United States in Italy.

SHE ISNT TO COME. 


BONAR LAW STATES 


British Chancellor Tells the 
Commons of the Unending 
Stream of Americans That 
Are Crossing the Atlantic. 


AUSTRIANS NOT WINNING 
IN THEIR DRIVE AT ITALY 


On Western Front Ger- 
But Have Missed Objec- 
tives and Arrival of Amer- 
icans Makes German Vic- 
tory Impossible. 


London, June 18.—Andrew Bonar 
Law, chancellor of the exchequer, in- 
troducing a vote of credit of £500,000,000 
in the house of commons today, gave 
some figvres regarding the total war 
credits, which, with the present ap- 
propriation, would amount to £7,342,- 
000,000 and announced that he would 
postpone until tomorrow his statement 
on national expenditure. He then pro- 
ceeded to give a review of the general 
situation. 

: Austrian Drive Failing. 

“The latest phase of this great strug- 
gle,” he said, “is the Austrian offensive 
in Italy. It is part of an intense of- 
fensive which has been carried on 
aiong the whole battle front. Our 
enemies are right’ fi thinking that a 
great success gained on that front 


would have far-reaching, perhaps de- 
.Y 


cisive, results on the general battle- 
front in France. For that reason, the 
general suspicion that the initiative 
came from Berlin, rather than from 
Vienna, I (believe to be justified. 

“The offensive was launched by a 
very large number of Austrian divi- 
sions. A good deal more than half 
their total force on that front is en- 
gaged in the attack. All I can say 
today is that after three days of fight- 
ing the attack has failed. 

“Our advices from Italian headquar- 
ters are that the enemy -has not se- 
cured in three days the objectives 
which they had hoped to obtain the 
first day. And it also is true to say 
that no offensive on this scale through- 
out the whole war has at its initiation 


secured so little success. 

“There is no doubt that our own and 
the French troops are giving a good 
account of themselves, and the Italians 
have been fighting througnout with 
the highest courage and the most 
marked tenacity. The Italian high 
command has no fear of the resuit 
The danger is mot yet over, but-*the 
government can express admiration 
and gratitude to the Italians for the 
share they have taken in the general 
struggle.” 


German Aim on West Front. 


Speaking of the western front, Mr. 
Bonar Law said that Britisn .and 
French headquarters knew the pur- 
poses to which the German divisions 
were being sent before the commence- 
ment of the offensive March 21. He 
admitted that the attack had attained 
an amount of success which had caused 
the utmest anxiety. 

“But,’’ he added, “three months have 
passed and although the battle is a 
continuous one, we can look back upon 
what has ‘happened with some confi- 
dence. 

“In this whole campaign the Germans 
have had before them three great ob- 
jectives. One was Paris, another was 
the channel ports, the third was not 
only the-defeat, if they could achieve 
it, of the allied army, but the breaking 
of the communications between the 
Birtish and French forces. Although 
the allies have had to give much 
ground, not one o fthe enemy’s stra- 
tegic objects has been attained. 

“I think if any ope in the early days 
of the struggle had suggested to Hin- 
denburg that after three months the 
position would be what it is today he 
would have treated the suggestion with 
scorn. There is clear and increasing 
evidence in the German press that they 
are becoming disappointed with the suc- 
cess—great as it has been—which has 
attended the German arms so far. 

“On the other hand, if we could 
have foreseen three months ago what 
the position is now, our anxiety would 
have been less.” 

Great German Successes. 


The chancellor classed the battle of 
St. Quentin and the first battle of the 
Lys as great German emergencies, while 
the battle of Arras was one in which 
the British weer entirely victorious. 
The same was true of the second phase 
of the battle of the Lys. 

‘Regarding that part of the line held 
by the French, he said the first attack 
was a great victory for the Germans, 
but that later an immense attack was 
started which entirely failed in its ob- 


ect. : 

“The offensive of March 21,” he con- 
tinued, “has brought about unity of 
command, which results have justified. 
The long continued battle must be a 
question of reserves. The great source 
of allied reserves in America, and it is 
undoubtedly part of the German scheme 
to use up the allied reserves before they 
can bé reinforced from America. But 
in this they have not succeeded. 

“Tl wish it were possible to tell the 
house the number of troops which since 
March 21 have been sent from this coun- 
try to strengthen our own forces. It 
is a large number, but, as I have said, 
the main source of the allied reserve ig 
America. 

“Necessity has made possible what

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. GOES 


endum on Amendment to 
Constitution.

Baton Rouge, La., June 18.—The Lou- 
siana senate tonight finally passed an 
amendment to the constitution granting 
suffrage to the women of Louisiana, 
subject to ratification by the voters at 


the election next fall. 

The vote was 29 to 11, one more than 
the constitutional two-thirds majority. 
The amendment passed the house June 
11 by a vote of 80 to 22, also one more 
than the necessary majorfty. 

The campaign for adoption of the 
amendment was featured by a message 
from President Wilson to leaders‘ of 
both houss of the legislature in which 
he stated he “could not help regarding 
the settlement of this question as a 
world-wide signifiicance and as af- 
fording a standard by which to judge 
our present interest in the 
establishment of democracy.” 

Leaders tonight declare that passage 
of the state amendment presaged de- 
feat of the federal suffrage amend- 
ment pending in the legislature and 
was a Victory for state’s rights.

T00 MUCH FOR GERMANS 


Gallant Work in Repulsing Re- 
cent Attack on Americans 
at Xivray. 


With the American Army in France, 
June 18.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
The carefully rehearsed German attack 
on the American positions in the vil- 
lage of Xivray on Sunday morning was 
broken up largely by machine gun and 
rifle fire. The German attack was 
made for the purpose of taking prison- 
ers, according to statements made by 
Germans who were captured by the 
Americans. 

The artillery barrage let down by 
the American gunners inflicted consid- 
erable lasses ‘on the large enemy raid- 
ing party as it crossed No Man’s Land, 


but the raid was actually stopped by 
the hot fire from the American machine 
guns. The gunners everywhere stuck 
to their posts in the face of the attacar 

At a point north of Xivray the Ger- 
mans captured an.American machine 
gun after killing or~ wounding the 
crew, but five minutes later the gun 


was recaptured, and in the subsequent 
fighting the Americans took a& light 
machine gun which the enemy had 
brought up in the attack. The German 
prisoners have admitted their complete 
‘defeat. 

The detailed 
action received by the 
eneral today gave especial puis to 
Pieutenants irvin E. Doane and Edward 
T. Shaw, Sergeant Sullivan and Pri- 
vates Alva White, Alfred Le Page, Wil- 
mer Bradford, Emmett Sloan and An- 
thony Simmons for their bravery. 

Lieutenant Doane, with a _ private, 
proceeded through a heavy barrage to 
an American strong point, which was 
virtually surrounded by the enemy. 
Later he called for volunteers and with 
the aid of the above named privates 
went to the rescue of a wounded Amer- 
ican officer being taken across No 
Man’s Land by the Germans. They 
drove off the enemy and brought back 
the American. 

Lieutenant Shaw, although lying sick 
in a dugout when the attack began, 
went through the barrage fire to re- 
join his platoon.

AUTOMOBILE THIEVERY. 


In one night last week three automobiles 
were stolen on the streets of Atlanta, and 
last Sunday night the car of a local minister 
was stolen from in front of a church while 
its owner was inside preaching a sermon 
and praying for the salvation of sinners’ 
souls! 

If these were exceptional 
they might be overlooked in a way, and 
brought to public attention only as instances 
of criminal misdeeds; but they are not. They 
are common—so common, in fact, that sel- 
dom does a night pass in Atlanta but from 
one to half a dozen automobiles are made 
away with by thieves. The larceny of au- 
tomobiles in Atlanta—and throughout Geor- 
gia, for that matter—has become so preva- 
lent that the owner of a car who leaves his 
machine, at the curbing while he steps into 
a soda fountain for a cooling drink can do 
s0 with no reasonable degree of assurance 
that his car will be there when he comes 
out. 

A cash reward often brings about recov- 
ery of the purloined car, but too seldom is 
the thief caught. That undoubtedly is one 
reason why the business of automobile 
stealing thrives as it does. It pays! 


Another reason is, beyond doubt, that 
the law is altogether too lenient with the 
thieves that are caught, and put on trial. 
A fine, or perhaps a jail sentence at the 
most, is the extent of the penalty courts are 
permitted to impose. Therefore, the thief, 
lacking moral sensibilities, feels that he can 
well afford to “take a chance” by running 
off with a car that he can sell for enough to 
compensate him for possible loss through 
fining or a short term in jail and still leave 
him a fair margin of profit! 

It is nonsense to say that automobile 
thievery cannot be curbed; for it can be. 

Let the police authorities apply Cana- 
dian mounted police methods in apprehend- 
ing the criminals—the methods that are 
characterized by the slogan, “Get Your 
Man!”—and then, when he is caught, let 
the court blister him with a good, stiff pen- 
itentiary sentence! 

If the law as it stands is inadequate, the 
legislature can easily, and it should, supply 
the deficiency at the forthcoming session. 

That is one way to make automobile 
thievery ah unpopular occupation. It is, in 
fact, the -only way—but a sure way—to 
stop it.

MORE NURSES NEEDED. — 


The demand for trained nurses is world- 
wide and growing more and more acute as 
the war drags on. 

This does not apply only to nurses for 
battlefield or military hospital service, but 
to nurses for civilian hospital and private 
service as well. As a matter of fact, the re- 
quirements of the military are being met 
quite effectively, but at the expense of the 
civilian demand. The needs of the soldier 
hospitals have to be supplied; it is impera- 
tive that they are, and for that reason the 
drain upon the hospitals at home and upon 
the ranks of private nurses has been such 
as to give rise to a condition that occasions 
grave concern. 

In an appeal for young women eligibles 
to enter the nursing profession—not neces- 
sarily as a permanent occupation, but anhy- 
how for the duration of the war—the chair- 
man of the Atlanta chapter of the American 
Red Cross says “there is not a hospital in 
Atlanta today that will not report their 
nurses doing double duty, the force being 
not sufficient to meet the hospital demands, 
while the need for trained nurses for pri- 
vate cases has precipitated many instances 
where human life has been at stake for 
need of intelligent nursing supplementary 
to the doctor’s care.” | 

That condition is general, it is said, the 
country over; although, perhaps, there is a 
more disquieting dearth of trained nurses 
in this immediate vicinity because of At- 
lanta’s being foremost as a military center, 
than in most communities. 

The appeal in question, furthermore, 
makes the point that while “it is not the 
function of the Red Cross to coerce young 
women to enter the profession of trained 
nursing as a profession—noble as that 
service is—’ it is, nevertheless, “the duty 
of the Red Cross to make known the needs 
of the nation and of the allies for nursing 
service at home and abroad.” 

The situation really is serious, and un- 
less the young women of the country who 
are competent to become nurses enter this 
all-important field of service come forward 
in greater numbers and volunteer to do so, 
it will in time become alarming. 

There is a constant demand for trained 
nurses, even in peace times, to minister to 
the normal community needs; and hazard 
of a calamity, such as a great fire, or flood, 
or epidemic, is ever present. And for that 
reason, it might easily happen that the 
failure, of young women now to prepare 
themselves to be of service in the sick 
room would entail much needless suffering 
and loss of life in the future. 

This is a field of patriotic service which 
is open to women, and for which women are 
peculiarly adapted; and it is to be hoped, 
for the welfare of the community and for 
the sake of the cause for which the civi- 
ilized world is fighting barbarianism on the 
other side of the Atlantic, that our young 
women will come forward and volunteer 
for it.

Copper Companies Declare 
Move to Increase Output 
Requested by Government 


BEdaitor Constitution: There appeared in 
the morning’s issue (June 18) of The Consti- 
tution, a2 communication from Mr. W. H. 
Shippen, of Marietta, Ga., relative to an ap- 
plication before the United States supreme 
court for modification of the present existing 
decree reatricing the output of smelter fumes 
emitted by the Ducktown Sulphur, Copper 
and Iron company, in its copper smelting op- 
erations The statements made are so mis- 
representative of the fdcts, and are most de- 
rogatory to the interests of the state of 
Georgia and the war department of our gov- 
ernment. To correct any false impressions 
created by the article, the following recital 
of facts is given to the public: 

The war and navy departments of the 
government are in dire need of copper and 
sulphuric acid, for use in the manufacture 
of munitions and War essentials. At the be- 


| ginning of this year the available supply of 


Sulphuric acid was many thousands of tons 
short of requirements, and: no additional 
sources of production in sight, and at the 
solicitation of the government the com- 
panies of the DucKtown district were 
guested to increase their acid output to max- 
imum capacity. The Tennessee Copper Com- 
pany, by reason of an agréement with the 
state of Georgia, is permitted to operate its 
acid plant at the highest efficiency and 
capacity; whereas the Ducktown Sulphur, 
Copper and Iron Company, operating under 
a decree madé by the United States supreme 
court in 1915, is restricted in its output to 
the extent that it is not permitted to emit to 
the atmosphére any smelter ‘fumes’ .or smoke, 
the sulphur content of which excéeds 25 
tons daily during the growing season of 
vegetation, or 50 tons daily dufing the re- 
mainder of the year. This decree was made 
by the supreme court after careful study and 
consideration of evidence and records of sev- 
eral years of litigation; and the restrictions 
were admittedly drastic, but were made, and 
were accepted by the Ducktown company, 
for the purpose of demonstrating that the 
effect of reStrained amotnts of sulphur di- 
oxide would result in no material damage to 
forests or vegétation in the territory stir- 
rounding the smelting plants. Since the be- 
ginning of 1917 no suit for smoke damage 
has been filed against éither smelting indus- 
try in the Ducktown district, fior aré there 
any cases pending in the courts—during this 
period smoke damage has been practically 
unknown, even in the most immediate vicin- 
ity of operationis. 

During the year 1915 a special repré- 
sentative of the United States supreme court 
spent ten motiths at thé works of thé Dutk- 
town company, and madé e¢areftil study and 
fhvesti@ations of the éfféect of smeltér smoke 
upon vegétatioh. The smelting opérations 
wéfe condiuctéd under his difections, and ob- 
servations were made undef all conditiohs of 


re- 


atinesphérechuffiidity, temperatures, barom-

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in April the United States government 
Purchased several thousand acres of forest 
lands throughout the United States, adding 
to its feserves, but failed to purchase lands 
in Georgia alréady approved and otherwise 
agreed-upon for that purpose. 

I madé ah investigation in Washington 
at that time as to the cause of this failure 
to take over the Georgia lands as previous- 
ly intended 


I was informed that the national forest 
redervation committee, composed of Secre- 
tafy Baker, chairman, and several others, in- 
cluding Congressman Lee, of Georgia, de- 
clined absolutely to make any further pur- 
chase in Georgia until thé “sympathy of the 
state of Georgia is shown with the under- 
taking of the govérnment by the withdrawal 
of hostile legislation.” 


I quote from a resolution passed by that 
committee, when Representative Lee, & mem- 
ber and a Georgian, made en attempt to con- 
summate the Georgia purchases, as per an 
approval of certain tracts already made. 


I then ascertained that the Georgia legis- 
lation objectionable was a special act passed 
at the 1917 session denying the government 
the right to purchasé by condemnation, ex- 
cept where the owner of the lands in 
question, by writing, consented to such con- 
déemnation for thé purpose of determining a 
fair pricé.

It will be recalled that I called atten- 
tion to this in my Washington correspond- 
ehce this past spring, and cited that while 
the act was no doubt intended to protect small 
land owners, that in reality it protected cer- 
tain largé corporations, chartered outside of 
Georgia, owning large tracts in the north 
Georgia reservation zone, and determined to 


block the government purchases, except upon — 


prices that would be prohibitive, etc.

Original Authority 
To Purchase Lands. 

Purchasés by the federal government of 
lands in Georgia for national forests have 
been made pursuant to an act of the Georgia 
legislature, approved December 18, 1901 
(Laws of Géorgia 1901, page 84), which gave 
the United States the right to acquire “by 
purchasé, by gift or by condemnation” such 
lands in the mountain regiom of Georgia as 
in thé opinion of the federal government 
might be needed to establish such national 
forésts in that region. Prior to the passage 
of this act, the legislature, on December 18, 
1900; approved a resolution expressing its 
willingness to cede to the United States 
jurisdiction of the state in and over such 
forested mountain lands as might be needed 
for the purpose of establish!ng national for- 
ests and urging “favorable consideration of 
this measure by congress.” Similar action 
was taken by all other states of the southern 
Appalachian region. 


On account of the interest of the people 
of Georgia and the action of the general as- 
sembly, Georgia was among the first states 
in which lands were acquired for national 
forests after the passage of the Weeks for- 
estry act in March, 1911. 


Two purchase areas were located in the 
state, one embracing portions of Union, 
Fannin, Lumpkin, White and Towns counties, 
known as the Georgia area, with its head- 
quarters at Blue Ridge, Ga., the othér, em- 
bracing portions of Rabun and Habersham 
counties, known as the Savannah area, with 
its headquarters at Clayton. These two 
areas include some 550,000 acres, fully 80 
per cent of which is mountainous, non-ag- 
ricultural lands which ought to be acquired 
by the federal government and permanently 
held in national forests. Examinations of 
Yands were begun in Fannin county in April, 
1911, and were continued in this and other 
counties almost without interruption up to 
December, 1917. 


The national forést reservation commis- 
sion has approved for purchase in Georgia 
116,569 acrés belonging to 144 different own- 
ers, at a price of $499,100; of whfch 95,969 
acres have been acquired at a price of $430,- 


031. The balance is in process of acquisition.

The 1917 Act 
That Caused Delay. 

On August 18, 1917, the legislature of 
Georgia passéd an act which withdrew the 
consent of the state to the employment of 
condemnation by the federal government ex- 
cept for such lands as may be contracted, 
proposed, of offered.for sale in writing by 
the osténsible owner to, the United States, in 
which the owner consents to such condem- 
nation. 

I referred to this above. 

It is not necessary or desired to employ 
arbitrary condemnation in many cases, but

eteric pressure, wind diréctions and velocity, 
and during this period, even with the smelt- 
ér operating at full capacity with sulphur 
output amounting to 75 tons daily, out of 
hundreds of gas analyses, not one chemical 
determination of sulphur dioxide in the at- 
mosphere beyond a radius of one mile from 
the smelting plant showed more than three 
parts per million—an amount absolutely 
harmless to vegetation.

tation ih the alleged infected territory. Were 
such modifications granted during the period 
of the war the Ducktown company would be 
enabled to prodticé approximately 40 per cent 
more sulphtirie acid and 25 per cent more 
copper than ean possibly be produced under 
the present existing restrictions; whereas 
under the present conditions smelting opera- 
tions are being conducted at slightly more 
than haif capacity with resulting plant ef- 
ficiency in both the copper smelting and acid 
manufacturing departments now far, below 


normal. ; 
The request for modification of the pres- 


ent decreas was made under solicitation of 
the war and navy departments to the Unit- 
6a State supréme court, and now awaits the 
affitmation of the govétnor and attorney 
@eneral of the state of Georgia. 

To assure and guiiafantee against any 
damage, the Dicktowh company would give 
bond to indemnify the citizens for the pay- 
ment of ahy possible damage that might re- 
sult and to enter into a cOfitract and agree- 
met with the state of Georgia under the 
g4me terms as the contract now in effect 
with réspéct to the Tenhessee Copper Com- 
pany, which has been entirely satisfactory 
to the state of Georgia since the year 1913.

private land can also be acquired. 


The action of the legislature was reported 
to the national) forest reservation commis- 
sion at a meeting held December 12, 1917. 
After consideration of the matter the com- 
mission passed ‘the following resolution: i 

“Resolved, that the government declines 
further purchases in the state of Georgia 
until the sympathy of the state of Georgia is 
shown with the ee ae of the govern- 
ment by the withdrawal of hostile legisla- 
tion.” 

At the time this action was taken there 
was pending before the commission, with 
recommendation for purchase, 27,867 acreg, 
involving an expenditure of $200,942. These 
and all subsequent propositions have been 
held up. 


The lands which the government acquires 
for the eastern national forests are protect- 
ed from fire. When the timber is cut only 
the mature and undesirable trees are re- 
moved. The thrifty young trees of the val- 
uable sorts are carefully protected, and the 
system. of management is such that the 
stand of timber is steadily improved in qual- 
ity. Growth too is greatly hastened. Under 
this plan of management cuttings will follow 
each other every twenty or thirty years 
with increasing revenues from the sales of 
timber. 

While the lands acquired by the govern- 
ment are not taxed, the loss to the state in 
taxes will be far more than offset through 
the revenues which will go to the state 
under the acts under which the national] for- 
ests are administered. 


25 Per Cent of Proceeds 
Go io Roads and Schools. 

Of the total gross receipts of the forests 
from the sale of timber, from grazing fees, 
and from special use permits, and other 
sources, 25 per cent is returned to the states 
to be expended for roads and schools by the 
state in the counties @m which the national] 
forest lands are situated. An additional 190 
per cent of such gross receipts is expended 
by the government for roads within the na- 
tional forests of the state for the benefit of 
the local communities, and to facilitate the 
administration of the forests. Thus, 85 per 
cent of the gross receipts or moneys on na- 
tional forests are expendable for road and 
school purposes in the counties in the state 


from which such revenues are derived. 


In addition, the Georgia national forests 
are in a position to participate in proportion 
to their area and valve of their resources in 
the moneys appropriated by congress in 
section 8 of the federal road act. 


The estimated value of. the merchantable 
timber on lands in Georgia, the purchase of 
which has so far been authorized, is approxi- 
mately $420,000.. Portions of the timber are 
already being offered for sale, and sales in 
increasing number and size will be made in 
the future. As the sales are made the coun- 
ties in which national forest lands are sit- 
uated will receive their pr®portional 
of the proceeds. 

In addition to the revenué from timber 
sales there will be the revenue from frazing 
fees, Which will continue to increase for a 
number of years until the maximum develop- 
ment of the forest in this line is reached, 
and that from the leasing of sites for sum- 
mer cottages, and other special uses, which 
cannot be adequately developed until the

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Congressman Lee

Congressman Lee 
yesterday: 

“If the government's policy of purchases 
can be carried on the counties in which these 
mountain lands are situated will profit 
enormously as a result of the government’s 
ownership and management. No course on 
the part of the state would be more prejudi- 
cial to the local interests than to hinder the 
progress of this policy. The returns, natural- 
ly slow in beginning, will ultimately flow to 
the counties in large volume and they will 
be permanent. 

“Another important consideration in this 
policy, and it is the principal one from the

government's viewpoint, is that these moun-. 


tain forests are an absolute necessity for the 
protection of the important rivers which rise 
in them. These streams are all the time 
coming into greater importance for indus- 
trial uses and navigation, and it is incum- 
bent upon the nation to maintain as far as 
practicable their favorable conditions of flow. 


“IT strongly desire to see continued the 
attitude of friendly interest and co-operation 
which the state of Georgia through its legis- 
lature announced in 1900, and again in 1901. 
Any, step which we may be able to take tv 
further such interest and co-operation will. 
I believe, be in the interests of both the na- 
tion and the state. 

“T should add that no state except Geor- 
gia has taken ahy action that restricts the

ARGUES FOR PRIVATE. 


UWNERSHIP OF ROADS 


Uni. of Ga. Alummi Orator 
Discusses Transportation 


After the War. 


Athens, Ga, June 18.—(Special.)— 
The alumni society was the center 
about _which revolved the main fea- 
tures of today in the commencement 
at the. University of Georgia, the an- 
nual oration being delivered by Hon. 
T. Mayhew Cunningham, Jr., of Savan- 
nah, who, waiving for the moment 
Classical and patriotic themes, ad- 


dressed himself to the practical mat- 
ter of discussing the question of gov- 
ernment ownership and operation of 
railroads after the war. 

He conceded the necessity of govern- 
ment operation of the roads as an 
emergency measure and defended it as 
a timely measure, both for the govern- 
ment and the railroads. Looking ahead, 
however, to the future, he said that 
the return of railroads to their owners 
for operation after the war will in- 
volve difficulties and delicate ques- 
tions. 


He then went into an argumrent, 
compact and close-knit, in favor of 
private ownership—claiming for private 
ownership, as against federal owner- 
ship -.and control, many elements of ef- 
ficiency, safety, development and serv- 
ice. He concluded with the declara- 
tion that this country has left her an- 
cient moorings; after the war she wil! 
be in world trade, her railroad sys- 
{tems will be a tremendous factor in 
commerce, and that “there is grave 
danger to the republic in the federal 
ownership and control of the rigid sys- 
tem of roads—danger to the sovereign- 
ty of the states that compose the fed- 
eral union.” 

The principal matter of business of 
the alumni society was the naming of 
the land trustees as a committee fo 
prepare a history of the alumni gym- 
nasium hall—and the authorization aft- 
er that history shall have been pre- 
pared of a committee, made up of Pres- 
ident C. M. Candler and a member 
from each congressional district in the 
state, to effect the necessary financial 
steps to complete the building.

New York, June 18.—Charging the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit company with 
‘inexcusable neglect” in employing 
women and girl conductors as young as 
14 years and subjecting them to con- 
ditions “detrimental to their physical, 
mental and moral well-being,” a grand 
jury here today urged the immediate 
enactments of legislation, “to protect 
the ‘self-respecting womanhood of the 
country.” 

The inquisitors, after a lengthy in- 
vestigation, reported the street rail- 
way company had hired women of 
questionable character and drug addicts 
and that they often were required to 
work more than ten hoursaday. “The 


conditions at the car barns,” the grand 
jury said, “were injurious to the con- 
munity in general and particularly as 
affecting many decent and self-respect- 
ing women now employed or desiring 
employment by the railway companies. 

The opinion declared that while no 
violation of existing law had been 
found, no exigency, however great, 
would warrant the continuance of the 


conditions revealed.

Club League 


Lacked Backbone and Got 
“Cold Feet,” Besides Re- 
fusing Lease on the Ball 
Parks.

When June 29 rolls around and South- 
ern league fans begin to mourn the 
loss of baseball as an attraction these 
hot afternoons, they can put down in 
their little blue books for future ref- 
erence, the names of three men. 

The proposed six-club league in the 
cities of Memphis, Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga, Little Rock, Birmingham and 
Atlanta would have been a sure £€0 
for the remainder of the season but for 
these three men. 

They are President Baugh, of the 
Southern league; President Smith, of 
the Birmingham olub, and Secretary 
Watkins, of the Memphis club. 

Cold feet and lack of backbone are 
the principal diseases with which these 
three were affected, and but for them, 
the present Southern league would stil) 
be in existence, and the proposed six- 
club league would not even had to have 
been broached. 


Quit Under Fire. 


With few exceptions, if any, Memphis 
and Birmingham have made money in 
the Southern léague. But when the 
gaff strikes them the first time, they 
throw up their hands in horror, and 
quit cold. 

Chattanooga, Little Rock, Nashville, 
Mobile and other cities have seldom 
made any money. When they broke 
even they thought they had a wonder- 
ful season. Did any of these clubs 
want to quit? The vote at the Bir- 
mingham meeting was the answer. 
They were still rearing to go. 

But the first time Memphis and Bir- 
mingham strike a losing season they 
throw up the sponge, and with it goes 
the best minor league in baseball and 
the lifework of some of the best base- 
ball men in America. 

President Baugh’s willy-nilly tactics 
ever since he has been in office has 
been the one big drawback to the 
league. We predicted that the South- 
ern league would crash on the shoals 
of the coast of Bob Baugh if the league 
directors continued to string along 
with them. 

The scribes in other cities, and even 
some of the directars of the Atlanta 
Baseball association said we were too 
harsh on Baugh and panned us, calling 
us “Frank’s man Friday” among other 
things not as mild. 


Needed Firm Hand. 


We can now join the ranks of the 
‘"T-told-you-so club,” as a charter mem- 
ber, and remind all of our critics of 
the threat that was hanging over them, 
and which they did not see. 

What the league needed more this 
year was a firm hand, one that would 
rule firmly, would whip the unruly 
into line and force a decisive action. 

Had this sort of a man been in the 
chair at the Birmingham meeting, the 
present league would never have blown 
up. It might have been reduced to 
the six clubs, but at least the organ- 
ization wuold have been continued and 
baseball, the greatest of all sports, 
would not have died a natural death,in 
this section. 

It is the aftermath that troubles us. 
When the war is over and the great 
national game is revived in this section, 


‘it will not be revived under the same 


auspicious conditions or with the same 
confidence in the minds of the fans that 
the Southern league once had. 

The fans will angue, “Oh, if Brown at 
Memphis, or Smith at Mobile, or Jones 
at some other point is @etting the gaf! 
too strong, he'll quit, and bingo! will 
go the league again.” 

That argument is logical and the ef- 
fect on basebell in this section is 
obliged to be felt. 

Stumbling Blocks. 


Even after Heinemann had practically 
broken up the league by taking the re- 
verse action to the rest of the direc- 
tors at the Birmingham meeting and 
Baugh not having backbone enough to 
force a vote, even Heinie saw the point 
afterwards and swung into line. 

But Baugh lent no hand to the re- 
organization, although given the oppor- 
tunity, and expressed an opinion as be- 
ing personally against the organization, 
a sorry plight for a man supposed to 
have the interest of the national game 
at heart and that of his organization. 

But Heinemann, Baugh, et al., to the 
contrary, the stix-club league would 
have been organized but for Smith and 
Watkins. The former would not let the 
other moguls have the Birmingham 
park under any conditions, while 
the latter placed such a high rental on 
the Memphis park as to make it pro- 
hibitive for some one else to geo in there. 

Tt’'s an outrage that the great national 
game, enjoyed by so many people in 
the Dixie major league should be per- 
mitted to be shelved, possibly perma- 
nently, just because of the will of three 
men. 

But there will be a day of reckoning 
and in the reorganization, if one ever 
does take place, the names of Baugh. 
Watkins and Smith will be conspicuous 
by their absence.

New York, June 18.—A subsidence of 
near month covering proved the signal 
for liquidation and more active sell- 
ing on favorable new crop prospects 
in the cotton market here today.

The market opened steady at. a de- 
cline of 4 to 12 points, but quickly 
‘weakened under scattering near month 
liquidation, which was stimulated by 
the sudden break in July at New Or- 
leans. There was also selling of new 
crops on the continued good weather 
in the south and expectations of a bear- 
ish weekly report from the weather 
bureau tomorrow. / 

Private wires attributed the July 
weakness in the southern market to 
the fact that uneasy shorts had coy- 
ered and that longs were liquidating 
in advance of the notices which might 
be issued early next week. The de- 
cline here was checked at 25.73 for 
July by the buying of houses with 
Liverpool connections, supposedly to 
undo straddles. Buying of this sort 
has been considerably in evidence for 
the past several days, but it seemed 
the impression that there was sstill 
a Liverpool short interest of some im- 
portance and July later in the day wa 
relatively stéady. | 

New crops sagged off owing to the 
detailed weather reports, showing very 
favorable conditions throughout the 
belt with October selling at 24.00 and 
December at 23.65 in the late trading, 
on, 53 points net lower.

The market 
remained at the decline throughout 
the session. 

The weather map was called favor- 
able and intensified the effect of pri- 
vate crop returns.; Texas offered in- 
creased quantities of new crop cotton 
for shipment during July and this 
had the effect of' bringing out much 
liquidation among holders of July long 
contracts. Considerable short selling 
appeared on the belief that the week- 
ly reports from the government to- 
morrow would be very favorable. July 
reached its lowest level in the morn- 
ing session, but the new crops did not 
reach their lowest until in the after- 
noon, following tke quoting of spots 
25 points lower.

DECIDED SETBACK 
GIVEN CORN VALUES 


Opinion. Grows That Crop 
Is Far. Ahead of Normal 
and That Serious Damage 
From Heat Is Unlikely. 


Chicago, June 18.—Corn underwent 
a decided setback in value today large- 
ly owing to the spread of opinions that 
the present growth of the crop was 
far ahead of normal and that serious 
damage from hot weather was unlikely. 
Prices closed weak, 1% to 2%c net 
lower, with July $1.43% to $1.44 and 
August $1.45% to $1.45%. Oats lost %*c 
to %c. In provisions the outcome rang- 
ed from 55c decline to an advanee of 2c. 

Government reports that the force of 
the hot wave had been broken through- 
out a wide section did much to put 
the corn bulls at a disadvantage. Sell- 
ing’ pressure increased to a material 
extent compared with what has of 
late been the rule, and although nu- 
merous small rallies took placé, en- 
suing declines showed a great deal 
more impetus.

ANGLO-SAXONS SCORED 


~ BY GERMAN EMPEROR 


He Says Germans Fight for 
Honor and Morality and 
Anglo-Saxons for Mammon. 


Amsterdam, June 18.—The war is not 
a matter of strategic campaign, but‘a 
struggle of two world views wrestling 
with one another, Emperor William 
declared on Saturday at the celebration 
of the anniversary of his accession at 
German main hearquarters. \ 

“Either German principles’ of right, 
freedom, honor and morality must. be 
upheld,” he added, “or Anglo-Saxon 
principles with their idolatry of Mam- 
mon must be victorious.” 

The Anglo-Saxons, he asserted, 
aimed at making the peoples of the 
world work as slaves for the Anglo- 
Saxon ruling race and such a matter 
could not be decided in days or weeks 
or even in a year. sete 

The emperor emphasized the _ fact 
that from the first he had realized that 
the trials of war would be great; The 
first outbreak of enthusiasm had not 
deceived him. Great Britain’s inter- 
vention had meant a world struggle, 
whether he desired it or not. 

He said he was thankful that Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg and General 
Ludendorff had been placed at his side 
as counsellors. Drinking to the health 
of the army and its leaders, the em- 
peror said: 

“The German people and army in- 
deed are now one and the same and 
look up to you with gratitude. Every 
man out there knows what he is fight- 
ing for, the enemy himself admits that, 
and in consequence we shall gain vic- 
tory—victory of the German stand- 
point. That is what is in question.” 

The emperor referred to the period 
of peace which he described as “‘twenty 
years of profitable but hard work, 
though they could not always be re- 
garded as successful in a political re- 
spect and had brought’ disappoint- 
ments.” 

His interests had been centered in 
the work connected with the develop- 
ment of the army and the effort to 
maintain it at the level at which it 
had been entrusted to him. Now, in 
time of war, he could not better cele- 
brate the day than under the same 
roof with the field marshal and his 
faithful, highly gifted generals and 
general staff. The emperor continued: 

“In peace time in the preparatjon of 
my army for war my grandfather's 
war comrades gradually passed away 
and as the German horizon gradually 
darkened many a German, and not the 


}least I, hoped with assurance that God 


would in this danger place the right 
man at our side. Our hope has not 
been disappointed. 

“In your excellency and in you, Gen- 
eral Ludendorff, Heaven bestowed 
upon the German empire and the Ger- 
man army and staff, men who are 
called upon in these great times to lead 
the German people in arms in its de- 
cisive struggle for existence and the 
right to live, and with its help to gain 


victory.”
